City Schools Rank High 
In Gifted Student Poll 


Nearly 20 per cent of pupils 
in the Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict last year were identified 
as “gifted” according to state 
standards, as compared with a 
state average of two per cent 
for the state as a whole. 

To be in the “gifted” cate 
gory, by the state’s lights, a 
child has to have an IQ (intell- 
igence quotient) of 130 or bet- 
ter. “Average” intelligence is 
rated as 100 on the same scale. 

Reporting this was John 
Kerby, district psychometrist, 


Test Results 
Explained 
At School Meet 


Tests administered last year 
in the Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict seem to indicate that chil- 
dren here are about six months 
ahead of national norms in 
arithmetic reason, a little low- 
er on fundmentals, and “about 
par” with national norms in 
spelliny ‘and English.

The results of tests given last 
year in fifth grade classes of 
the district were those up for 
review. * 

Kerby added that the “na- 
tional norms’ used in such 
tests can be checked for deter- 
mination of the type of commu- 
nities in which data to establish 
them was taken. 

New achievement tests, Ker- 
by pointed out, take into con- 
sideration the intelligence of 
the child taking them. Thus it 
now can be determined wheth- 
er a child who has a high in- 
telligence is properly being 
challenged, or is merely ahead 
‘of the general level of his class, 
and loafing. 


who said that 408 youngsters 
here were identified as gifted, 
out of an enrollment of about 
2200. 

School District Business Man- 
ager John Richert offered that 
the state gives a subsidy of $40 
per pupil in the case of the 
gifted, and $375 per pupil to 
aid in education of the retard- 
ed. 

District Superintendent 
Franklyn White offered this 
money did not always mean 
that special programs for chil- 
dren “at either end of the spec- 
trum” were always used. 


He said he felt that gifted | 


children here were challenged 
throughout school and could 
advance as rapidly as their 
abilities allowed, because of 
the district’s “open ended” cur- 
riculum. 

“Besides,” he commented, 
both gifted and retarded chil- 
dren learn better in some cases 
when allowed to work together 
with all kinds of youngsters.” 

Richert pointed out that in 
the case of retarded children, 
who require a special class, 
“the cost of education shoots 
up,” accounting for the dispari- 
ty in state aid for children at 
both the highest and lowest 
levels of intelligence whose ed- 
ucation state support is drawn.

That means a total 
of $10,800 is involved.

Tempers Flare 
In ‘Beef’ 
In Parking Lot 


The trouble which caused an 
alleged racial “incident” at 
University Avenue and Bay 
Road in East Palo Alto appear- 
ed to be no more than a “beef” 
between two persons, San Ma- 
teo County Undersheriff Wes- 
ley Pomeroy said this week. 

No charges were filed in the 
case, he said. 

The Saturday night inci- 
dent took place in and about 
the parking lot owned by 
American Legion Post 472. 

Sheriff’s deputies closed the 
Legion building bar for the 
night after reporting that 
groups of white and Negro 
men were confronting each oth- 
er “in hostile attitudes.” 

The trouble began, Pomeroy 
said, when a car driven by V. J. 
(Jack) Armstrong, 47, pulled 
into the Legion parking lot, 
narrowly missing several young 
Negro men. Armstrong and 
the group had words and a 
punch thrown by one of them 
knocked him down. 

Armstrong, who suffered a 
cut lip. said that he had been 
hit by a tire iron. The youth 
who struck him admitted 
carrying an iron but said he 
used his fist. He said he hit 
Armstrong after being called 
a “dirty nigger.” 

Armstrong told officers the 
group had jumped into his 
path as he drove into the park- 
ing lot. 

The young man said he had 
| the tire iron because men from 
|the Legion hall had baseball 

bats. Sheriff's Sgt. John Pop- 
| pie, when he saw bats among 
| the white men, asked that the 
bar be closed. 

Post Commander’ Lee 
Counts said this week he be- 
lieved the sergeant acted has- 
tily in closing the tavern. He 
said that the Legion had no 
connection with the incident 
excepting “one member.” 

Asked if baseball bats were 
| involved, Counts said he wasn’t 
| present but knew of only one 
bat in the building. 
| One unofficial report had it 
that the bats were plastic chil- 

| dren’s toys. The Sheriff’s of- 

fice report had no indication of 

this, however. The Legion 

building was also said to have

Joe Kelly Park 
Doing Good Work 


We were delighted to notice, the other day, that Kelly 
Park in the Belle Haven area was used about twice as 
much as any other in the city, during the summer just past. 


This conclusion was reached on the basis of “attend- 
ance units” counted by city rec department personnel sta- 
tioned there during daylight hours.

Old Newspapers Had Many Lives: 


Like a lot of us, the editor of the Kilgore (Tex.) 
News-Herald probably has had a few misgivings about 
the decline of the rewspaper as an influence in Ameri- 
can life. So a few months back, he reminisced a little 
about its former influence. We herewith reprint his 
wards: 


I remember. an earlier era when newspapers, like old 
generals, didn’t die : . . they didn’t even fade away. They 
went to work like everybody else. Newspaper in those days 
were not just read, they were utilized. 


After the mistress of the house had washed the wooden 
floors she covered’ them With newspaper. We had wall-to- 
wall newspaper. How many times did I come home from 
school to find my poor, tired mother stretched out on the 
floor, reading an editorial. 


Kitchen shelves were covered with newspaper. Imagi- 
native mothers like mine could create a scalloped edge with 
little dips every few inches, utilizing headlines for educa- 
tional as well as dramatic effect like “Price of Goods 
Goes Up.” 


The rotogravure section was selected for the bureau 
drawer because its brownish-red color matched our genuine- 
imitation mahogany. The bottom drawer was known as the 


Maternity Ward. When our cat was expecting (again) 
mama shredded a newspaper with her meat chopper and 
padded the drawer. 


Women understand such things. At our house kittens 
could read before they could walk. 


I inherited most of my hats from older brothers, uncles 
and forgetful strangers. The size was reduced to fit my 
head by folding a strip of newspaper under the inside 
leather band. 


It was not unusual for me to remove my hat and find 
imprinted on my youthful forehead the words “Cloudy 
and foggy.” 


Party hats were fashioned of cleverly folded newspaper, 
as were generals’ hats, and Chinese hats, and chefs’ hats, 
and kings’ crowns, and sail boats, and shaggy trees, and 
bandits’ masks and rain-hats, and megaphones, and tele- 
scopes, and, fly-swatters (or horse-flies the Racing Form 
was choice). 


A hand-rolled, short, fat strip of newspaper served 
as a cork for medicine bottles and wine bottles as well as a 
packing for keyholes when privacy was desired — poor 
people did not feel entitled to privacy. Keyholes were for 
looking, not for locking. 


We cut our schoolbook covers out of newspaper. A 
child gifted with scissors could work it out so that a picture 
would appear smack on the front of the book, inspiring pic- 
tures like Dillinger coming out of the movies, or Bernard 
McFadden napping in the snow. : 


Garbage was gift-wrapped in newspaper. Dogs were 
taught human manners via the newspapers. Children, too 
(apparently best treated like dogs), were slapped on the 
head with newspapers as a token preview of sterner 
measures to come if you didn’t respond. 


I must say, though, that no father I met was ever cruel 
enough to swat a kid with the Sunday paper. This might 
leave him stupid through the following Thursday. 


The women of the family cut newspapers into dress 
patterns, for formal dresses the society page, for sports- 
wear the used-car section. 


If any parts of the newspaper survived they were sold 
to the junk dealer who sold the lot to the newspaper pub- 
lisher, all of which proves that the printed word is inde- 
structible.

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Plug ‘Holes’ in State Insurance

More than a quarter century 
has elapsed since our Califor- 
nia unemployment insurance 
law went into full operation. 
The years have demonstrated 
its importance to the state’s 
economy, but they have also re- 
vealed many perplexing prob- 
lems which still demand study 
and solution. 

The interests of the millions 
of employees covered by law, 
and of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of employers who pay 
taxes to support the system, 
must be well guarded if the act 
is to fulfill its purpose. 

Once again there are signs 
of difficulty for the system 
on the horizon. For the first 
months of this year, unem- 
ployment benefit payments 
totaled $311 million, about 
$37 million more than taxes 


and interest paid by employ- 
ers during the same time. 

At this rate, the total reserve 
of $591 million could melt 
quickly if there were even a 
minor recession. Conscious of 
this possibility, the Assembly 
passed a resolution calling for 
a detailed study of unemploy- 
ment financing. The Finance 
and Insurance Committee will 
carry out the work. 

Unemployment insurance has 
always been a stormy petrel, 
legislatively speaking. Practic- 
ally every regular session since 
the statute first went on the 
books has had its flood of bilis 
to change the benefits, the eli- 
gibility conditions, or the sup- 
porting tax structure. Such 
bills traditionally have aroused 
controversy. 

However, over the years 


the benefits have been in- 
creased until now the maxi- 
mum regular weekly benefit 
of $55 is equaled by only one 
other state, and the higher 
weekly minimum of $25 
which goes into effect this 
fall is the highest in the na- 
tion, 

An extended benefit dura- 
tion has also been provided, 
which goes into effect when- 
ever the jobless rate goes over 
6 per cent of the labor force. 
When this happens, an extra 
13 weeks of benefits are made 
available to eligible persons 
still unemployed. 

Employers now pay the full 
cost of the program, though 
prior to 1946, employees paid 
a one per cent tax toward cost 
of the benefits. This latter tax 
now goes entirely for disability 
insurance. California employ- 


ers now pay at rates varying 
from 2.2 to 3.5 per cent of pay- 
roll for the regular benefit pro- 
gram, and more for administra- 
tion and extended benefits. 

The Assembly resolution 
calls attention to the fact that 
these high rates of payroll tax- 
ation for unemployment insur- 
ance create problems for Cali- 
fornia employers who compete 
with those of other states. 

It cites the fact that present 
tests of eligibility for benefits 
may be unrealistic, inadequate 
and impractical, sa that per- 
sons not really attached to the 
labor market are receiving 
benefits. 

It directs the Department 
of Employment to make a de- 
tailed study of the work rec- 
ords and characteristics of 
benefit claimants, and to esti- 
mate the fiscal effects of 
changes in eligibility rules. 


In the announcement of the 
Committee program for its in- 
vestigation, it was indicated 
that questions to be reviewed 
would include: 

1) Should employees pay 
part of the benefit costs; 

2) Should the state general 
fund absorb some of the costs; 
and 

3) Should employers be 
given special tax offsets if they 
provide retraining for dis- 
placed employees, or severance 
or early retirement pay for 
them. 

It was said that pressure of 
work in regular sessions per- 
mits no time to give detailed 
attention to unemployment in- 
surance, but that the interim 
study would enable thorough 
examination of its financing, 
“including the kind of unem- 
ployment the program is called 
upon to alleviate.”

More on History of Unification Proposals 


Tonight, members of all nine 
school boards in the Sequoia 
High School District area are 
going to assemble themselves 
for an “augmented committee’ 
meeting of the County Commit- 
tee on School District Organiza- 
tion. 

They'll meet at Central 
School in San Carlos, 828 Chest- 
nut St., and are expected to 
give their opinions individually 
and collectively on how they 
think school districts herea- 
bouts should be organized in 
the future. 

A lot of thought has gone in- 
to how the school- districts 
should be organized and basic- 
ally< “unified” school. agencies 
appear to be what the state had 
in mnd when it called for or- 
ganization studies some years 
ago. 

Locally, the first idea that 
cropped up and ! like 
a:good one was>to ‘effect 
that the San Carlos and Bel- 
mont elementary school dis- 
tricts might make a fine uni- 
fied district. 

The high schools in that ar- 
ea are well located in relation 
to presently-populated areas 
and the elementary schools. 


The district, if formed, would 
have a good tax base and it 
would have enough children to 
make the operation conform to 
state criteria of between 10,000 
and 50,000 pupils. 

Non-residents of these two 
elementary school districts 
thought this was a good idea 
for a couple of selfish reasons. 
The voting record of the San 
Carlos and Belmcnt districts 
hasn’t been too good, from the 
point of view of the schoolmen. 
It therefore would seem that 
the remainder of the Sequoia 
High School District, if its six 
elementary districts were uni- 
fied, would have better finan- 
cial support from its voters 
than the present Sequoia dis- 
trict. 

Then other plans’ began to 
crop up. 

It first appeared ‘to. devel- 
op that nobody wanted to 
have all six districts*turned 
into a single agency. 

Reason for this appeared to 
be that the differential in tax 
rates of the several districts 
was too great, including for in- 
stance, the tax rate of Menlo 
Park School District, which is 
pretty low, and that of the 


Ravenswood School District, 
which is the highest in the 
county. 

One of the earlier sugges- 
tions to come up — and be dis- 
carded — was one to the effect 
that the Redwood City and Rav- 
enswood school districts should 
‘be unified. 

The argument seemed to run 
to the effect that these two dis- 
Xriects are inhabited by large 
numbers of working class peo- 
ple whose childrei: would bene- 
fit by so-called “technical’’ ra- 
ther than “academic” training. 

The other four districts of 
the south county presumably 
could then unite and support 
an “academic” program. 

There was probably a cer- 
tain amount of intellectual 
dishonesty in this; a lot of 
people who reside in this 
four - district configuration 
probably really didn’t want 
to inherit a share of the Rav- 
enswood district tax rate. 

But the four-district config- 
uration didn’t look too good 
either, given a second look. 
The high schools within it are 
badly located with reference to 
where the boundaries of the 
district would be, and besides 


— on the basis of where availa- 
ble land is situated in this ar- 
ea — population growth and at- 
tendant school expansion and 
finance problems virtually as- 
sure that, on the whole, such a 
district might wind up with a 
tax rate which would make 
Ravenswood’s seem relatively 
common. 

There was then formulated 
the “local control” plan. 

This one appeared to recog- 
nize that the three south coun- 
ty “hill” districts — Woodside, 
Portola Valley and Las Lomi- 
tas — had a great deal in com- 
mon, including forthcoming 
growth problems. 

If these three districts uni- 
fied, it was speculated, they 
could charter a high school 
and build it on a Sequoia 
High School District-owned 
site on Sand Hill Road. 

But then in July Menlo Park 
School District Board Chair- 
man Dr. Hiram Mears and Dr. 
Andrew White, chairman of the 
Ravenswood board, got togeth- 
er. 
Noting that just about every 
school unification plan serious- 
ly considered called for asso- 
ciation of the two districts,

An effort may be made by 
the Alto Park Community 
Council to examine a very hot 
potato — a down-to-earth re- 
view of real estate practices in 
East Palo Alto — at a future 
meeting.

Mrs. Alice Partanen, Coun- 
cil secretary, said that a poll 
of Councilmen not on hand 
would be made. If they ap- 

prove, efforts to plan the 
discussion will start. 

“We would like to have ev- 
eryone represented — real es- 
tate people, local residents and 
those who may have had con- 
tact with those using the scare 
technique,” she said. 

Next regular meeting is 
scheduled for 8 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 2, in the faculty 
lunchroom at Ravenswood 
High School. Last month’s 
meeting was not well attended 
because of a last-minute change 
in the meeting place. 


keep up with construction 
projects to maintain a proper 
precinct balance is a _ year- 
round job. Just one large-size 
apartment building can disrupt 
the voter ratio in a large area. 
When you multiply this many 
times over the entire county 
the problem is exaggerated sev- 
eral fold. 


“The average precinct is 
between 450 and 515 voters,” 
John Kiefer, election division 
kead, said. “One apartment 
building can add 40 to 60 vot- 
ers. We must plan for the 
possible registrations and 
this means changing precinct 
boundary lines. The situation 
at this time appears the most 
critical in San Mateo, Red- 


wood City, Menlo Park and 
the unincorporated territor- 
ies outside the cities.” 


Kiefer predicted a voter reg- 
istration of 250,000 for next 
year’s November General Elec- 
tion. To handle the huge in- 
crease, approval has been giv- 
en to the leasing of 130 more 
voting machines and, if growth 
continues at the present pace, 
even that won’t be enough, he 
predicted. 

“There is one way the peo- 
ple can help — register early. 
If we can keep away from the 
last-minute registration rush, 
we save the taxpayer many 
hundreds of dollars for extra 
help. We urge everyone not on 
the voter list to fill out an af- 


fidavit of registration. 

“The last two weeks rush be- 
fore the registration deadline 
not only adds to the costs of 
elections, but makes our pre- 
cincting job even that much 
more difficult. Voters complain 
if they are delayed at the elec- 
tion precinct, but if we are 
forced to add a hundred names 
at the last minute, the lines 
will get longer.” 


According to news stories 
some of the largest apartment 
projects are yet to come.

basis of changed boundaries. 
None of the proposals previ- 
ously put forth called for 
this. 

It should be pointed out that 
throughout all this, the regular 
members of the County Com- 
mittee on School District Or- 
ganization—ineluding William 
Platt of the Menlo Park dis- 
trict board and Mrs. Helen Ker- 
win of the Sequoia High School 
District board — have pretty 
much kept unallied. 

As members of a county com- 
mittee, they felt they shouldn’t 
try to sway, or be swayed by, 
the members of their own 
boards. And at the same time, 
they have to work for the good 
of the entire county plan.

Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


September 23, 1938: 


The whole-hearted interest 
that is shown by the progres- 
sive citizens of Menlo Park in 
the forthcoming special muni- 
cipal bond election is of such 
character as to indicate that a 
big vote in favor of the city 
hall proposition wil! be cast at 
the Tuesday eiection. The pro- 
position te be voted on is as 
follows: 

“Shall the City of Menlo 
Park incur a bonded debt tao 
the amount of $15,000 in Law- 
ful Money of the United States 
for the construction of a city 
hall and jail, said debt te bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed 
6 per cent per annum payable 
semiannualiy?” The proposi- 
tion has been proven to be so 
sound economically and so 
worthy of roval that rumors 
of a big vote can readily be un- 
derstood. 

There is no excuse for a lack- 
adaisickal consideration of this 
proposition inasmuch as the 
City Council of Menlo Park has 
done ali in its governmental 
eapacity to all persons in the 
city. 

There are two special muni- 
cipal bond election precincts 
with two separate polling plac- 
es available for voting at the 
special election on Tue day .

Institute Plan 


For Building Gets City Okay 


Stanford Research Institute 
Monday night received a use 
permit allowing construction of 
a new, 38,000 square foot radio 
physic laboratory building, but 
not before Menlo Park city 
planners got some modiciations 
in original plans. 

An SRI spokesman said yes- 
terday that a formal announce- 
ment of when construction of 
the two-story structure would 
start can’t be made yet. 

The planners took a fairly 
critical look at the plans for 
the building, because it will 
face the civic center. They 
said they didn’t want to have 
any conflicts in architecture. 

Commissioner Joseph Perry 
noted a door in the front of the 
building—14 feet high—and 
said it looked “pretty indus- 
trial” to him. Other planners 
agreed. 

A representative of Stanton 
and Stockwell, designers of the 


building, said the door could be 
moved. 

Representatives of SRI and 
the architectural firm pointed 
out that there’d be extensive 
landscaping, and that the 
building would be well set back 
from the property line. 

It was also noted that the 
building would be 36% feet 
high—a foot and a half higher 
than is allowed for the area, 
under present zoning. So as 
they issued the permit, they 
made it contingent upon an ap- 
propriate rezoning. 

The SRI building wasn’t the 
only one to get the approval 
of the planners Monday. They 
also okayed plans for a build- 
ing, at 141 Jefferson Drive in 
Bohannon Industrial Park for 
Grif-Stone Enterprises, and 
okayed a service station plan 
for the Richfield Oil Co. The 
latter will be built at 170 Mid- 
dlefield Road.

Construction 


Under Way 


Construction began recently 
on Park Forest, a $5 million 
luxury “town house” and gar- 
den apartment complex here.

Participation in sports activ- 
ties at Menlo Park playgrounds 
during July and August of 1963 
was above that for activities 
during the same months in 
1962, according to reports re- 
leased this week by Fred Par- 
sons, city recreation director. 

In a summary of activities at 
ithe various parks for the two 
months, Parsons noted that at- 
tendance was fairly uniform at 
the parks during both months. 
The playgrounds were basical- 
ly heavily attended during the 
entire summer season. 

Playground su per v isors 
sors can’t give an accurate 
count of ‘how many children 
spend how many hours at 
play under supervision, Par- 
sons pointed out. But they 
can keep a rough count of 
how many children appear 
on a playground in a day. 

This gives a basic figure cail- 

ed an “attendance unit.” 

By all odds the most heavily- 
used park in Menlo Park was 
Joseph Kelly Park in the Belle 
Haven area, which in useful- 
ness (as measured by the num- 
ber of people who visited it) 
‘was about twice as much as its 
next competitor in the park 


System. 

In July, Parsons said, it was 
“attended” by 2580 boys, 1002 
girls, 1041 adults, and 200 spec- 
tators during hours it was su-

That doesn’t count attend- 
ance at various special events, 
or use of Burgess Park pool, 
for which other figures have 
been released. Nor does it in- 
clude several special programs 
conducted during the summer, 
such as dance and yoga classes, 
the Kiwanis hot cake sale, or 
those who participated in a 
camping program at Memorial 
Park, or those who attended 
puppet shows at the parks. 

During the summer, the rec 
department supervised activi- 
ties ati nine locations: Kelly 
Park, Flood School, O’Connor 
School, Willow Oaks Park, Nea- 
lon Park, Burgess Park, Hiill- 
view School, Oak Knoll School 
and La Entrada School.

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In Your Garden: 


Succulents Defy Drought and Poor Soil — 


In a land where summer 
rains are few and far between, 
succulents will serve you well. 
These nearly indestructible 
plants suffer the worst condi- 
tions of drought without show- 
ing it, and you can’t find a soil 
so poor they won’t grow in it. 
Don’t even look for one. 

Succulents come in an end- 
less variety of sizes and shapes 
which have fascinated garden- 
ens since time forgotten. Hob- 
byists will surround them- 
selves with succulents, planting 
them to the exclusion of almost 
any other types of garden 
plants. More temperate garden- 
ers use them to contrast with 
other plants and with 
or wood textures in the land- 
seape architecture. 

We have then, two big rea- 
sons for planting succulents, 
Say nurserymen. On one hand, 
they will thrive where other 
plants curl up and die. On the 
other hand, they offer enough 
interest in form and color to 
hold their own in highly com- 
petitive garden situations — in 
planter boxes, in rockerie and 
as edgings. 


The commonest succulent 


seen in California is the famil- 
iar ice plant, which covers so 
many dry banks in coastal ar- 
eas. And if you are about to 
turn up your nose, have anoth- 
er look at what this old stand- 
by can do. We refer not to the 
vividly colored variety, but ra- 
ther to the more subtle mem- 
bers of the family with longer, 
fleshier leaves. 

Use it for spot contrast in a 
border or rockery. Use it to 
cover the entire hank, or try it 
in a large planter box, where 
it will trail over the side. 

The brighter ice plants re- 
ferred to above are too uncom- 
promising in their color for 
some people, but when used as 
bank covers in the background, 
they can lend just the right 
Boi Cf a | ri i 
finitely in the noseoable class 
and you can’t fault them for be- 
ing so colorful.
